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C. AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS

Claims 1-19 (Canceled). 

20. (Currently Amended) A method for pre-selecting future recipients of an email, 
comprising: 

detecting a composed email by a sender with at least one primary recipient; 

accessing an electronic address book for said sender comprising a plurality of 
electronic addresses each specified with at least one pre-selected future recipient; 

comparing said at least one primary recipient with [[an]] said plurality of electronic 
addresses e ach sp e c i f ie d w i th a pr e s ele ct e d futur e r e c i p ie nt ; and 

responsive to said at least one primary recipient matching a particular electronic 
address [[one of]] from among said plurality of electronic addresses, automatically 
designating said match i ng at least one pre-selected future recipients]] [[for]] associated 
with said matching particular electronic address in said emails wherein a mail reader 
receiving said email is directed to address any response to said email to said at least 
one pre-selected future recipient. 

21 . (Newly Added) The method of claim 20, wherein comparing said at least one 
primary recipient further comprises: 

comparing a specified electronic address for said at least one primary recipient 
with said plurality of electronic addresses in said electronic address book. 
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22. (Newly Added) The method of claim 20, wherein accessing an electronic 
address book further comprises accessing said electronic address book for said sender 
comprising a plurality of domain names for hosting electronic addresses each specified 
with at least one pre-selected future recipient and wherein comparing said at least one 
primary recipient with said plurality of electronic addresses further comprises comparing 
a particular domain name of a specified electronic address for said at least one primary 
recipient with said plurality of domain names for hosting electronic addresses in said 
electronic address book. 

23. (Newly Added) The method of claim 20, wherein accessing an electronic 
address book further comprises accessing a plurality of electronic addresses each 
specified with at least one pre-selected future recipient each specified for at least one 
composition option from among a reply option, a reply all option, a forward option, and a 
blind carbon copy option and wherein automatically designating said matching at least 
one pre-selected future recipient associated with said particular electronic address in 
said email further comprises designating said matching at least one pre-selected future 
recipient with a particular composition option associated with said at least one pre- 
selected future recipient in said address book, wherein said mail reader receiving said 
email is directed to address any response to said email to said at least one pre-selected 
future recipient if said response requests said composition option associated with said 
at least one pre-selected future recipient. 

24. (Newly Added) The method of claim 20, further comprising: 

embedding said at least one pre-selected recipient in a header of said email, 
wherein said mail reader receiving said email is directed to address any response to 
said email to said at least pre-selected recipient from said header in said email. 
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25. (Newly Added) A system for pre-selecting future recipients of an email, 
comprising: 

a computer system communicatively connected to a network for enabling a 
sender to compose an email; 

said computer system further comprising means for detecting a composed email 
by said sender with at least one primary recipient; 

said computer system further comprising means for accessing an electronic 
address book for said sender comprising a plurality of electronic addresses each 
specified with at least one pre-selected future recipient; 

said computer system further comprising comparing said at least one primary 
recipient with said plurality of electronic addresses; and 

said computer system further comprising means, responsive to said at least one 
primary recipient matching a particular electronic address from among said plurality of 
electronic addresses, for automatically designating said at least one pre-selected future 
recipient associated with said matching particular electronic address in said email, 
wherein a mail reader receiving said email is directed to address any response to said 
email to said at least one pre-selected future recipient. 

26. (Newly Added) The system of claim 25, said computer system further comprising 
means for comparing a specified electronic address for said at least one primary 
recipient with said plurality of electronic addresses in said electronic address book. 

27. (Newly Added) The system of claim 25, said computer system further 
comprising: 

means for accessing said electronic address book for said sender comprising a 
plurality of domain names for hosting electronic addresses each specified with at least 
one pre-selected future recipient; and 
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means for comparing a particular domain name of a specified electronic address 
for said at least one primary recipient with said plurality of domain names for hosting 
electronic addresses in said electronic address book. 

28. (Newly Added) The system of claim 25, said computer system further 
comprising: 

means for accessing a plurality of electronic addresses each specified with at 
least one pre-selected future recipient each specified for at least one composition option 
from among a reply option, a reply all option, a forward option, and a blind carbon copy 
option; and 

means for designating said matching at least one pre-selected future recipient 
with a particular composition option associated with said at least one pre-selected future 
recipient in said address book, wherein said mail reader receiving said email is directed 
to address any response to said email to said at least one pre-selected future recipient if 
said response requests said composition option associated with said at least one pre- 
selected future recipient. 

29. (Newly Added) The system of claim 25, further comprising: 

means for embedding said at least one pre-selected recipient in a header of said 
email, wherein said mail reader receiving said email is directed to address any response 
to said email to said at least pre-selected recipient from said header in said email. 
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30. (Newly Added) A computer program product for pre-selecting future recipients of 
an email, comprising: 

a volatile or non-volatile recording medium; 

means, recorded on said recording medium, for detecting a composed email by a 
sender with at least one primary recipient; 

means, recorded on said recording medium, for accessing an electronic address 
book for said sender comprising a plurality of electronic addresses each specified with 
at least one pre-selected future recipient; 

means, recorded on said recording medium, for comparing said at least one 
primary recipient with said plurality of electronic addresses; and 

means, recorded on said recording medium, for responsive to said at least one 
primary recipient matching a particular electronic address from among said plurality of 
electronic addresses, automatically designating said at least one pre-selected future 
recipient associated with said matching particular electronic address in said email, 
wherein a mail reader receiving said email is directed to address any response to said 
email to said at least one pre-selected future recipient. 

31 . (Newly Added) The computer program product of claim 30, further comprising: 
means, recorded on said recording medium, for comparing a specified electronic 

address for said at least one primary recipient with said plurality of electronic addresses 
in said electronic address book. 

32. (Newly Added) The computer program product of claim 30, further comprising: 
means, recorded on said recording medium, for accessing said electronic 

address book for said sender comprising a plurality of domain names for hosting 
electronic addresses each specified with at least one pre-selected future recipient; and 

means, recorded on a recording medium, for comparing a particular domain 
name of a specified electronic address for said at least one primary recipient with said 
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plurality of domain names for hosting electronic addresses in said electronic address 
book. 

33. (Newly Added) The computer program product of claim 30, further comprising: 
means, recorded on said recording medium, for accessing a plurality of electronic 

addresses each specified with at least one pre-selected future recipient each specified 
for at least one composition option from among a reply option, a reply all option, a 
forward option, and a blind carbon copy option; and 

means, recorded on said recording medium, for designating said matching at 
least one pre-selected future recipient with a particular composition option associated 
with said at least one pre-selected future recipient in said address book, wherein said 
mail reader receiving said email is directed to address any response to said email to 
said at least one pre-selected future recipient if said response requests said 
composition option associated with said at least one pre-selected future recipient. 

34. (Newly Added) The computer program product of claim 30, further comprising: 
means, recorded on said recording medium, for embedding said at least one pre- 
selected recipient in a header of said email, wherein said mail reader receiving said 
email is directed to address any response to said email to said at least pre-selected 
recipient from said header in said email. 
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
